BLACKROCK URBAN “COUNCIL. 


“ AN eLecTionxenine DODGE.” 

At Blackrock Urban Council meeting ast 
night, Mr, J. P, MeOahe, J.P., Chairman, pre- 
siding, the salary of the Town Surveyor was 
fixed at £525, commencing Ist December, 1919, 
and rising by annual inerements of £25 to 
£450 per annum. 

A discussion arose out of a recommendation 
of the Works Committee, instructing the 
Surveyor to employ ten extra men from the 
18th to 24th inst., at a rate of ls. an hour. 

Mr. F. Stokes, J.P., deseribed the recom- 
mendation as a low-down, shabby electioneer- 
ing dodge. He said thaí he was told that men 
actually threw up their jobs in order to come 
to Blackrock for this.

To Harland and 
Wolff, Ltd., appropriately enough, as so often 
in the past, belongs the distinction of launching 
the largest vessel of the. year, the Arundel 
Castle. of 19,600 tons. 
LARGE VESSELS RECONDITIONED. 

At Belfast, in addition to the large building 
programme, the reconditioning of the largest 
type of vessels has been taken in hand—the 
Union Castile liner Edinburgh Castle (13,300 
tons), the Pacific liner Orbita (15,500 tons), the 
Royal Mail Steampacket Co.’s steamers Andes 
(15,600 tons), Almanzora (16,000 tons), and 
Asturias (12,000 tons) were delivered there 
shortly after the Armistice, and the heavy work 
of transforming four of these vessels from 
armed merchant cruisers into passenger and 
cargo vessels has proceeded apace. The Edin- 
burgh Castle was completed during the summer, 
the Orbita and Andes a little later, and the 
Almanzora was finished at the end of the year. 
The largest undertaking of the kind, however, 
is the reconditioning of the White Star liner 
Olympic (46,400 tons) which is being transformed 
into an oil-burning vessel. It is expected she 
will be ready for service in the spring. At 
Govan and also at Greenock, in addition to the 
vessels launched, important work in connection 
with the re-conversion and overhaul of vessels 
was carried out, including the War Aryan, 
Derbyshire, and many others. At the firm's 
Liverpool and Southampton Works great activity 
has prevailed throughout the year in connection 
with the overhaul and reconditioning of vessels 
of every class. 


GLASGOW AND GREENOCK YARDS. 


Glasgow Works nine vessels of a total tonnage 
of 49,565, and at Greenock five vessels aggregat- 
ing 26,306 tonsa, or a total output for Belfast, 
Glasgow, and Greenock of 28 vessels, with a 
total gross tonnage of 186,061. This, it is be- 
lieved, will be the record output of any firm 
in the United Kingdom for the present year. 
DERRY SHIPYARD. 

During the year seven steel vessels were 
launched at Derry, and the shipbuilding indus- 
try on the Foyle continues to develop upon 
satisfactory lines. The total tonnage output 
in Derry was 14,321 tons. 

At Warrenpoint four barges built of ferro- 
concrete were launched to the order of the 
Admiralty by Messrs. M‘Laughlin and Harvey 
and J. and R. Thompson. 

THE DUBLIN DOCKYARD COMPANY. 

The Dublin Dockyard Company launched five 
steamers and one small Admiralty craft, with a 
total tonnage of 7,680 tons. The Halo (2,565 tons) 
was the largest vessel, amd the others averaged 
1,560 tons.

The splendid fleet of passenger steamers 
owned by the London and North-Western Rail- 
way Company suffered the loss of some of its 
most up-to-date vessels during the arduous years 
of the war, but with the survival of the Arvonia 
the company has good reason to congratulate 
itself on having preserved to it one of its finest 
boats, with a record of conspicuous achievement 
to its credit. Better known to passengers 
journeying to and from the Port of Dublin as 
the Cambria, she hag come through some of the 
most exciting experiences of the war, having 
enjoyed a remarkeble immunity from the 
smallest mishap, and without losing a single 
member of her crew or of the 510,000 souls she 
carried during her time of war service Soon 
after the war began the vessel was converted 
into a Fleet messenger, in command ot Captain 
W. J. Nash, O.B.E., the present marine superi- 
tendent of the London and North-Western Com- 
pany a feet. Many perilous trips were under- 
taken by her when protective safeguards against 
mines were in a very experimental stage. On 
several occasions she had to join the Fleet at 
appointed rendezvous, end take up pcsition in 
the line ahead of scouts, and she accompanied 
the Fleet along the Norwegian and Danish 
coasts. But principally her duty was in convey- 
ing naval ratings from the North of Scotland 
for distribution among the Fleet at Scapa Flow. 
Roughly, she brought something lke 40,000 men 
safely across the Pentland Firth. In acknow-

ANNUAL MEETING. 


——-—--—-- 
REPRESENTATION ON MINISTRY 


OF HEALTH. 


The annual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Committees (Ireland) was held 
in the Council Chamber of the City Hall, Dub- 
lin, yesterday, the Chairman, Dr. Caleb Powell, 
presiding. e was a large attendance of 
delegates. 

The Chairman, opening the proceedings, said 
thet twelve months ago they were full of hope 

of doing good for the country regarding 
public health matters. He regretted, however, 
to say that nothing had materialised from their 
efforts. They had been looking forward to the 
proposed Ministry of Health Bill, and sent a 
deputation to London, but for all the good re- 
sulting from the deputation they might as well 
have remained at home. . They got plenty 
of pfomises, and an Advisory Council of a 
kind had been set up, but out of ob ay or 
sixteen members seven were Government offi- 
cials, and four or five others were nominated 
by the Chief Secretary and represented no one 
in particular. Mr. Macpherson had broken his 
promise as far as the Association was concerned, 
while a Ministry of Health Bill had been passed 
for England which had been working satisfac- 
torily since July. The Chairman, in conclu- 
sion, complained of the non-payment of the 
Civil Service bonus to the etaffis of the various 
Insurance Committees. 

The annual report having been adopted, Mr. 
Moorhead ‘made a statement with rogard to the 
Federation Committee, in the course of which 
he said that medical benefits were a great suc- | 
cess in England, Scotland, and Wales, and he 
hoped that in this country medical benefits 
would be extended to all insured persons. 

On the motion of Alderman O'Toole, seconded 
by Mr. O'Donoghue, Dr. Powell was unani- 
mously re-elected Chairman of the Association. 

Mr. William Moorhead (Belfast) and Mr. 
Harold Barry (Cork) were elected Vice-Chair- 
man and Deputy Vice-Chairman respectively. 

The Executive Committee was also appointed. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

A report was read from Rev. P. Kerlin, C.C., 
representative of the Association on the Irish | 
Public Health Council, as to the progress made 
in public health matters by that ody. It was | 
stated that the Council had uncc.mousiy de- 
cided that tuberculosis be echeduled as a com- | 


tious Disease (Notification) Act, 1889, the In- 

fectious Disease (Prevention) Act, 1890, as well 

as Part IV. of the Public Health Acts Amend- 

1907, be compulsdrily applied to the | 
whole country. As soon as these recommenda- 

tions were made operative and, where neces- 

eary, embodied in Amending Acts, t was to 

be hoped that there would have been done 

It was 
hoped that the Public Health (Medical Treat- 

ment of Children) Act, which provided for the 

medical inspection and treatment of children 
attending national schools, would be in opera- | 
tion in Ireland early in the new year. The Act 

would only apply to county boroughs at present, 

but later it was the intention to make it apply 

throughout the whole of Ireland. 

It was decided, on the suggestion of Mr 
Harold Barry, that the report be circulated 
members: and on the motion of 
Mr. Moorhead. a resolution wes passed  ex- 
pressing sympathy with Father Kerlin in his 
present illness, and thanking him for hw ser- 
vices. on the Health Council. 

INADEQUACY OF FUNDS

OTHER RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. T. Morrissey (Waterford) proposed a reso- 
lution that in view of the increasingly large 
number of ex-service men-—-on the recommenda- 
tion of tuberculosis officers—receiving other than 
residential treatment for tuberculosis, the aaso- 
ciation urged that an Exchequer grant in aid of 
£10 per man so treated since Ist January, 1919, 
be made available to committees to alleviate 
this extra war charge on their already imsuffi- 
cient funds. 

Dr. Trimble (Belfast) who seconded the 
motion, thought that the claim was utanswer- 
able, and the amount asked for was fair. 

Mr. Harold Barry supported the motion, 
which was passed.

AND POSSIBILITIES. 
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THE BUILDER'S SUBSIDY. 

The procedure to be observed in regard to 
the subsidy to builders under Dr. Addison’s new 
scheme has, it is stated, now been decided on. 
The builder himself will not be in touch with 
the Ministry of Health throughout the transac- 
tion.. Plans for ro proposed building must 
be sent, as usual, to the local authority, which 
will be provided with forms of application for 
the subsidy, to be filled up by, the builder. The 
local authority will have fullyinstructions as to 


port whether these aré complicd with. Finally, 
when the house is built the surveyor will send 
his certificate that the necessary standards have 
been observed, and that the work is satisfac- 
tory, on which the Ministry of Health will for- 
ward a cheque for the subsidy direct to the 
builder.

The State of Ireland. 

The Irish Education Bill is dead for the 
present session—possibly for ever. The 
second reading was to have been taken on 
Tuesday, but the Nationalist members con- 
trived to prevent it. They claimed the 
evening for the affairs of the Freeman's 
Journal, In the afternoon, according to 
the Daily News, “ Mr, Devlin, Mr. FE.

' Butter and Milk. 
Yesterday the Irish Milk Commission 


hope that it will be able to evolve a com- 
ptehensive scheme which will place the 
milk supplies of the country on a better 
basis. Until we get a cheap and plenti- 
ful supply of pure milk we never can 
hope to raise the standard of public health. 
In Dublin, according to several expert 
witnesses, the supply is plentiful; but no 


or of high quality.

He told the Commission that, 
when the children who came under 
his care at a baby club were fed 
upon milk from the Department of 
Agriculture’s Model Farm, they throye 
rapidly; but that, when: their diet 
consisted of “shop” milk, they actually 
lost in weight.

illicit profits. . City magistrates, we are 
glad to observe, now deal severely with 
offenders who are brought before them ; but 
even the largest fines seem to be ineffective. 
We hope that the Commission will pay 
particular attention to this aspect of the 
problem, and that its report will contain 
a recommendation in favour of an amend- 
ment of the law which will enable magis- 
trates to sentence even a first offender to 
a term of hard labour. Even if the evil 
of deliberate adulteration were eradicated, 
however, the quality of the milk that is 
sold in Ireland still would leave much to 
be desired. It falls far below the Ameri- 
can standard. How can it be improved? 
We are strongly in favour of the grading 
system. It has been applied with great 
success in the United States, and the Astor 
Commission, which has just issued its 
report, recommends its adoption in Great 
| Britain. The present system by which all 
'milk, whether good, bad, indifferent, clean, 
or dirty, is sold at the same price is inde 
fensible. and the sooner it is abolished the 
better. The recent Order of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which increased the 
retail price of butter in Ireland, has ex- 
cited much criticism. English consumers 
can still purchase Irish butter at 2s. 6d. 
per pound, but for the same article Irish 
consumers must pay 2s. per pound during 
the remainder of this month, and in 
January and February next the price will 
be further increased by twopence. What 
is the cause of this remarkable state 
of affairs? The answer lies in the different 
conditicns that prevail in the two 
Here butter can be sold without 
in Great Britain consumers 
are rationed, and the supply is limited to 
one ounce per head per week. To meet

THE LABOUR-NATIONALIST

The new alliance between the Labour and 
the Irish Nationalist Parties is so definite, seys 
tthe Times, that « joint committee has been 
appointed to settle. policy, and to decide upon 
Parliamentary tactics.

anticipation of the Allies’ intentions. For him- 
self, he had been ready to sign the Protocol 
since October 18th, and now hoped that the 
ratifications might be exchanged even before the 
end of this week. 

AUSTRIA’S PERIL. 

In the course of an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the IJntransigeant, Dr. Renner, 
Austrian Chancellor, stated that he was leaving 
Paris to-morrow for Vienna, as he was anxious 
to acquaint his Government with the goodwill 
which the Supreme Council had shown towards 
the Republic of Austria. Dr. Renner said that 
he did not take a definite engagement with him, 
as nothing had yet been arranged, except as re- 
gards the Allies’ promise to supply Austria with 
two months’ food supply for her immediate 
needs. Neither had he received financial aid, 
but the Supreme Council fully realised that 
Austria could only help the common cause if it 
could employ its own resources, and, for this 
purpose, money for the purchase of raw 
materials was indisperisable. 

When asked if he feared political difficulties or 
strikes, Dr. Renner replied that anything was 
possible from people Who were hungry; bot,

AUDACIOUS OUTRAGE IN

terday, a daring raid for arms took place on 
Tuesday night at the Cork Station of the 
Cork and Bandon Railway Company.

memorial? The proposal was a wrong done tó 
thé friends of the dead. This was not a war 
memorial; it was to the memory of the dead 
They Lad no right to use the individual body of 
the soldier for such a purpose. It outraged the 
feclings of those who survived, and it dis- 
regarded the tenderest feelings of humanity. 
They had no right to outrage those feelings 
for the purposes of a war memorial. The charm 
f the village churchyard was that every grave 
spoke of the personality of the dead. Let 
the right hon. gentleman give up the idea of 
ihe war memorial and collective recognition, 
and let him ask the War Graves Commission to 
address themselves to the subject afresh, con- 
dering the feelings alone of those who ought 
to be considered. (Cheers. ) 


THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 
Colonel A. Murray, with regard to the Con

VIEWS. 

The annual meeting of the Irish Cattle 
Traders’ and Stockowners’ Association was held 
last night in the City Arms’ Hotel, Dublin, Mr. 
E. J. Kennedy, J.P., presiding. i 

In the course of his address to the Associa: 
tion, the Chairman said that the shortage of 
cattle waggons appeared to be greater now than 
when the war was in . For that he 
did not altogether blame the Irish Railway 
Executive, who had shown a sympathetic spirit. 
It was clear that the traders and owners were 
at the mercy of the Board of Trade. The result 
of that shortage was that complaints were 
being constantly received from members of the 
Association of delays in the transit of stock. 
Referring to hides he said that after representa- 
tions had been made by the Association the 
control price was considerably increased. At 
present this affected only cattle killed in Ireland, 
but when control was taken off it would be a 
question of general interest; if the figures put 
before them were reliable there wonld appear 
to be a fortune in hides. Regarding control 
on the sale of live stock, he said that when the 
control was removed their trade might breathe 
more freely. 


INJURIOUS EFFECTS OF CONTROL. 


It had been worked in the most exasperating 
way. The exports were held up last August 
and September, and this, coming on top of the 
local stoppage of live stock caused by the strikes 
last February left feeders with more stock on 
their hands than they could well feed. For 
those restrictions they were at least prepared, 
but not for what happened in November, when 
they found theif export numbers restricted in 
the most plentiful season to a greater extent 
than in the earlier season, and these restric- 
tions enabled the British feeders at the expense 
of the Irish trade to unload their immature 
cattle as fat cattle, and to buy as stores at 
English auctions the Irish non-graded fat 
cattlo to be re-presented for grading as English 
beasts within a fortnight. Perhaps what they 
had most to complain of in the administration 
uncertainty which it 
caused in the trade, which should be 
regulated by the commercial principles of sup- 
ply and demand. They had been told that 
control would be taken off on the Mth Septem- 
ber last, but it wus not taken off. Then they 
were encouraged to keep their cattle for guar- 
anteed prices, but the Ministry of Food re- 
fused to take their live stock, and the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary of the Ministry of Food 
coolly said that guaranteed prices had been pro- 
mised subject to the wanting of meat. The 


truth was that the Ministry of Food and the

PUBLIC HEALTH CHEMISTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THD IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your issue of the 13th inst, Captain 
Winter, F.R.C.V.8., alludes to the establishment, 
of a Veterinary Section to the Ministry of 
Health. Permit me to call attention to the 
equally urgent necessity for a Pharmaceutical 
Section. The Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland 
sent a deputation to the Chief Sccretary and 
urged on him the necessity of having 
pharmacy directly represented, but they do not 
appear to have been successful in their mission, 
What the reason is we can only guess. Sick 
people need a doctor, but they also need medi- 
cine; and the only way in which they can get 
medicine scientifically compounded (end this is 
how they are entitled to have it) under the Act 
is by the establishment of a Pharmaceutical! 
Section on something like the following lines. 

In cities and large towns, where there are 
plenty of chemists, they should each be asked 
if they are willing to supply and compound 
medicine required under the Health Act at 
specified rates. These rates should be as gone- 
rous as possible without being extravagant. A 
register should be kept of all the chemists who 
sign the agreement. The greater the number of 
“Public Health’ chemists in a district, the 
better for the working of the Act. The patient 
should be free to send his prescription to any 
of the registered pharmacies that he chooses. 
This will create healthy competition among the 
chemists; it will abolish the abuses of “ institu- 
tion ” compounding, and the sick will benefit 
enormously. In country districts where there is 
no resident chemist the Government should in- 
duce young chemists to open up those places by 
guarantecing them a certein yearly income. 
Perhaps. the beet way to work it would be to 
give the chemist, say, £150 or £200 a year for 
about four hours’ work daily, leaving him free 
to devote the remainder of the day to his private 
Of course. urgent “ Public Health ' 
dispensed at any hour 


business 
prescriptions would be 
required 

[ have give n merely the outline of what, in 
my humble opinion, is a workable system; but, 
unless some such system is adopted, the sick 
poor will reap no benefits from the Act. As 
matters are shaping themselves at present, it 
looks as if the compounding will be done by the 
doctors in much the eame way as it is done at 
present under the dispensary eystem. Such a 
state of things would be deplorable, and would 
knock the bottom and sides out of the Act. 
The chemist is the '“ expert “ in compounding. 
He is the only person in this country who gets 
the special scientific training and holds the legal 
‘right to practice pharmacy publicly. Therefore. 
let the public see to it that, as they will have 
to pay in any event, they get his valuable 
services.

DANGER OF PASTEURISED MILK. 
Mr. H. A. Anderson, of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, presided at the resumed 
sitting of the Dairying Commission, held at the 
rtment Offices in Upper Merrion street, 

Dublin, yesterday. . 
' Mr. J. P. Drew, farm manager at the Albert 
Agricultural College, Glasnevin, said that he 
had been twelve years in his present position. 
The Albert Farm was now 350 acres in extent. 
He produced some records of the milk mn ag 
which showed that from 1891 to 1897 the average 
was 73\ gallons; from 1900 to 1909 the average 
was 771 gallons, and from 1910 to 1918 the 
average was 748 gallons. The a of cows 
was 532, and they were a pure-bred dairy herd. 
The milk was dispensed in the city by the 
Women’s National Health Association and the 
Infant Aid Society. The bull they had in. ser- 
vice was value for about £150. This was a par- 
ticularly fine animal, but of course animals of 
Fm same type might be purchased for £80 or 


Chairman—And unless these animals become 
more plentiful it will be difficult for the average 
farmer to secure one? Yes. 

The witness went on to say that the summer 
feeding of the cows at the Albert Farm was 


| grass, and in the winter they got hay and straw 


with dried yeast and grains. With the excep- 
tion of the yeast and grains al] the food was 
grown on the farm. The cows did not get oats. 

To the Chairman—It was an unusual thing to 
get a heifer to give an average of 600 gallons of 
milk.

The present supply of milk in Dublin was now 
abnormally large, and 500 gallons per day was 
going to waste.

There should be creameries to make butter 
and cheese and cream. 

You think the farmers should wnite for that 
purpose? I don't know about that. 

Then how? The Government. 

The Chairman—That is a very nice idea, but 
I don't quite see it. 

Witness said that there was wash. Sour milk 
had to be sold to the bakers. In some districts 
the farmers were getting sufficient for their 
milk, bat as a rule he believed they would not 
continue to send in milk at the present price. ~ 

Mr. Duggan—The farmers get 2s.; yet it is 


' sold in Dublin for 3s. 4d.? 


Witness said that he did not think 3s. 4d. was 
the price. He could not say what it cost the 
farmer to produce a gallon of milk. The con- 
densed milk was shoving out the fresh article. 
The people would not pay the price of the lat- 
ter 


The Chairman—Yet you suggest that the 
farmers will not continue to send in milk be- 
cause they are not getting a high enough price? 
Yes. 

Mr. Duggan—One would think that the 
farmers should take warning that the prices 
were driving the people to condensed milk. 

ST. ANDREW'S BABY CLUB. 

Dr. Bethel Solomons seid that he was in 
charge of the Infant Welfare Centre, Bt. An- 
drew’s Baby Club. He had had the greatest 
difficulty in getting sickly babies on, not 
through deficiency of the quantity, but of the 
quality of the milk. Eighteen months ago the 
Model Farm started to supply the Club with 
milk, and the average quantity teken was 15 
quarts each morning, which was not enough. 
It was eold to mothers at 7d. a quart. He could 
not get some babies on at all with the shop 
milk, but when given the Glasnevin milk they 
put on weight from 8 to 12 ounces a week. He 
then had to put other babies on, and when the 
babies returned to shop milk they lost weight 
agein. If they only got good milk they got on. 

To Mr. Bradley—Supplying adulterated milk 
to the poor for their children was, in plain lan- 
guage, damnable. It was practically man- 
slaughter, and he would be in favour of hard 
labour. instead of a fine, in cases of deliberate 
adulteration. There were some people around 
Dublin, he added, who supplied splendid milk. 

PROFESSOR HOUSTON. 

Professor Houston, 1.A.0.8., stated that 
he had been 19 years with the Department, and 
was now on the etaff of the 1.A.0.8. 

The Chairman—Supposing that there is a 
shortage of milk, would it be possible to supple- 
ment the supply by turning the surplus milk 
of the summer into powder? 

Witness replied in the affirmative, and pro- 
ceeded to give a detailed description of the two 
processes by which milk powder was at present 
In the first process the powder was 
produced by passing the milk over rollers at a 
certain temperature, and in the second by 
spraying into a heated chamber. It was quite 
clear that of the two processes the latter was 
the better. When the milk was reconstituted 
from the powder there was a deposit left in the 
bottom of the vessel in the former case but not 
in the latter. When the epraying process wae 
ueed the reconstituted milk made a white fluid, 
and there was no sediment, while under the 
microscope a drop of the sprayed milk re- 
sembled exactly Pasteurised milk. 

The Chairman—lIs« there anything deleterious 
for infants in the reconstituted milk? 

Witness replied that the matter was one 
rather for physicians, but he believed that cer- 
tain fermente in the milk were destroyed by the 
process of converting the milk into powder, In 
the opinion of the witness i} certainly seemed 
that the reconstituted milk would be a really 
valuable addition to the food of young people. 
As regards the keeping qualities of the milk 
powder, of course, it was fairly dry, and so long 
as the air was kept from it it was practically 
safe. The danger vas from the moisture in the 
air, which wae absorbed by the milk. 

To Mr. Bradley—Personally he would prefer 
fresh new milk, if it were clean and eweet, to 
Pasteurised milk. In using Pasteurised milk as 
against ordinary milk people ran a great danger 
if they were not careful. Tho Mere sourmg 
of fresh milk was an indication to the house- 
holder that the milk was getting stale, and 
was an exceedingly useful sign. Pasteurised 
milk did not sour, but that did not mean that 
no changes would take place in it. If Pas- 
teurised milk originally possessed bacteriologi- 
cal infirmities, changes would take place that 
might affect it very matermily, and might make 
it absolutely harmful for infants’ food. Sore 
people thought that so long as it did not get 
sour it was fit to be used as food. If Pasteu- 
rised milk was kept cool it would keep longer 
than fresh milk—it would keep 48 hours easily, 
although witness had known new milk, when 
kept cool, to last for an equally long period. In 
conclusion, Professor Houston suggested that it 
would be a very desirable thing if they could 
get a supply of dried milk in the flush of the 
summer to supply children in the towns during 
the winter period.

APPLICATION IN THE HIGH
